NOTICE  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

RULING    UNDER    NET    WEIGHT    AND    VOLUME    AMENDMENT. 

Referring  to  the  ruling  under  the  net  weight  and  volume  amendment  contained 
in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  for  May,  1920,  page  58,  it  should  be  ob- 
served that  wrapped  tongues,  wrapped  sausage,  and  similar  products  are  in  the  same 
category  as  wrapped  hams  in  so  far  as  concerns  the  classification  ''food  in  package 
form, "  and  accordingly  tongues,  sausage,  and  similar  articles,  inclosed  in  plain  paper 
which  is  in  the  nature  of  a  mere  temporary  covering  designed  to  prevent  contami- 
nation while  the  products  are  being  handled  for  transportation,  are,  for  the  present, 
considered  as  being  without  the  scope  of  the  net  weight  amendment  and  need  not  be 
marked  with  the  statement  of  the  net  weight.  However,  when  the  articles  described 
are  placed  in  wrappers  which  bear  printed  matter  or  labels,  and  the  wrappings  thus 
serve  some  purpose  in  addition  to  that  of  sanitation,  they  are  held  to  constitute  food 
in  package  form  and  shall  be  marked  with  the  statement  of  the  net  weight.

TRANSPORTATION  REQUESTS. 

The  attention  of  employees  is  again  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  use  of  Government 
transportation  requests  for  travel  on  personal  or  private  business  is  prohibited.  See 
paragraph  89,  Fiscal  Regulations,  December  1,  1917;  also  instructions  in  Service  and 
Regulatory  Announcements  for  April,  1919,  page  42. 

When  an  employee  begins  a  trip  which  he  knows  will  involve  personal  travel,  he 
may  use  a  transportation  request  for  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  Government  busi- 
ness, but  he  must  pay  cash  fare,  plus  war  tax.  for  any  part  of  the  trip  which  relates  to 
personal  or  private  business. 
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TRAVEL  REGULATIONS. 

A  compilation  has  been  made  of  the  regulations  of  the  department  relating  to  travel 
by  its  employees.  This  pamphlet  will  be  known  as  the  "Travel  Regulations  of  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,"  and  is  effective  July  1,  1921.  A  copy  of  these 
regulations  has  been  sent  to  each  field  station;  additional  copies  can  be  had  on  stores 
requisition  Form  P-l.  Each  employee  performing  official  travel  should  be  supplied 
with  a  copy. 

These  regulations  supersede  those  in  the  fiscal  regulations  of  the  department, 
issued  December  1,  1917,  relating  to  travel. 
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
